Always a liberal, lie waa twiic a 
refugee from bis native land and a 
]»rice mt on his head. Ke escaped to 
England, tlien to "Xorlli America, and 
thenco to .Soiiili Aineiica, wiiere he 
rook an important part in tlu; liliera- 
tion of a down trodtlen people. W'Iilmi 
lie returned on the last occasion to 
Italy lie^sct about in a Hystomatio man- 
ner to direct the jieople in alant effort 
lo tbrow otT the yoke of tho invader 
and unseat tlie petty tyrants whom 
Austrian liayonets kept U|ion llieir 
thrones. He found 1 tai y (li\ ide(I into 
.small principalities, weak and ellele — 
I ho people downcast and all but hope 
le.Sf. iiis presence infused courage 
into the national spirit. At the head 
ipf a force of voluiUceis lie attacked and 
drove ICiiif; noniba from Naples and 
■leeured a tirm fe.odiold on Italian soil. 
I'hen, when all eyes were turned to 
wards him in expectation that lie 
would prochiini a republic and himself 
president, he placed the ca[itiired 
lerritorv in the haiul.s of Victoi- k'ni 
iiiannel. There were other and sliar|ier 
sLruL,'glr.s before tlie ciiianeipatioii of 
Italv was accoin|)lished ; liut the cap | 
tuie of 2s'a[)les was tlie turuini; point in 
the contest. (>llier victories succeeded, 
but they were the outgrowth of the 
triunipli over King Bomba. After 
Rome jiassod uiuler the temporal sway 
of the Italian government (iariipaldi 
lived at C'.'ipei'ra in retirement. .\ 
cruel wounil, which he sustained from 
a French hall at ifentone in 18ii8, 
had long invalided him, but ho was 
ever ready to accord advice and counsel 
10 all who ap|)lie.l. Al heart Caribalili 
was a republican ; but lie saw and felt 
that Italy was not prepared for so 
^vM and sudden a ehangc as llu' in- 
trodiiotion of republican institutions 
would demand ; and he contented him- 
self with a limited monarchy as the 
form of government best adajUed to 
his country. In Ciaribaldi a great man 
han indeed fallen, and his loss will lie 
nnivpr.'ially deplored.

The 
pag03 of the criiuiiiinal reourtls are alaiii- 
ud on every page svith agrarian outrages 
of great ferocitjj', out Ireland has been re- 
markably free from the crime of piililical 
assassination. Not for thren-nuater.s nf a 
centnry ha-i there been committed a mnr 
iter that nan fairly bo tr.iccd to theprssex- 
.slon of a high ofhcn bp the victim. Kven 
tho killing cif A'iBOount Kilwarden, nn 
July 23rd, I8t):(, thou^di in the midii a 
political offence, exhibited an ciemcnt 
private malice, and the LiUiny wa.-i dom.' 
under the e.xcitement of an nmfitU (Jn 
that remarkable ovenin}» Robert Enniiet 
led his handful of followers into the 
streets of Dublin and attempted In nver- 
tlirow British rule in Ti-cl:i)id with a force 
which hardly had strength cnnugh to f;et 
up a riot, The atrggler:-. who followed the 
insurgents met m carriage cuntaininf; Lord 
Kilwarden, Ohii t .luatico of the Kind's 
Bench, his noph. w and daughter. The 
Chief Justice wan a kind hearted and 
jjopular judge. What is mru'e, he had 
shown a leaning lo the national side in 
the administration of justice. Jle had 
stcidily declined to strain tho law against 
the pri.cnera brought before him after the 
insurrection of ITtIS, and, in W'nlfe Tiuic's 
caHC, had courag(>oUsly ' attempted to 
removo the patriot leader from the juris- 
diction of a court martial by a writ «\' 
habeds corpuii. l.ovd Kilwarden had such 
confidence in hi.s personal populaiity that 
ho proffered his name as a passport when 
his carriage was stopped by tho mob. "It 
ia I," he said, "Kihvarileii, Chief Justice 
of the JCing's J'euch." I'nfnrtunately, 
there was in tho crowd a man wdiose 
brother had lieon sentenced to death by 
tho Chie.f Justice some years before. The 
vindictive rioter ran up to the carriage, 
and, crying out, "You are the very man 
T want," slabbed Lord Kilwarden with 
his pik(-. The nephew wa.i ahiin a moment 
;ifterward, but t hi! d:iughtcr was permit- 
ted to escape. The military came up 
shortly after, and the Chief Ju.stico »ns 
carried to the nearest watch hou.se. Thoi e 
ho lingered for an hour in aguny. One 
point of the doath-hed scene is well worth 
noting, for it conveys a lesson which m.iy 
need a modern application. ^V■hnll the 
notorious Major Swan as.surcd Lord Kil- 
warden that his death would be promiitly 
avenged, and that all the prisoners would 
ho sent to the gallows next morning, tho 
dying Chief Justice ndxiked the inifpiit- 
ous suggestion. ".Murder," he said, 
"must bo punished; but lot no mail suf- 
fer for my death, save on a fair trial and 
by the lawsfof his country." From that 
fatal day of 1803 up to Saturday last 
Irish history failed to show n single ex- 
ample of the aasassinalion of any conspi- 
cuous ofiicial.
